1 Scope 

This International Standard provides a uniform structure for exchange and market identification codes (MICs). 
It is intended for use in any application and communication for identification of primary and secondary 
markets: 

— where the financial instrument is listed (places of official listing) and 

— where the related trade is executed (place of trade).
